The Pacers’ last game, against 
North Alabama, is in Florence, 
Ala.. Saturday night at 7:30 p.m. 
Earlier in the season, the Pacers 
defeated the Lions at home 101-89. 

Monday night the Pacers 
defeated the Mississippi College 
Choctaws 90-70. 

Saturday night the Pacers 
defeated the Delta State 
Statesmen, 48-36. in a game which 
was slowed down considerably by 
the Statesmen and involved much 
stalling. 

In the Mississippi College game. 
Senior Captain Gus Rudolph led 
the Pacers with 24 points. 

Mitch Stentiford scored 21 in the 
game and Larry Martin added 15 


Rudolph and Davis each pulled 
down 10 rebounds against the 
Choctaws. Larry Martin added 11 
more assists to his ever-increasing 
record. 

In Saturday night’s game 
against the Statesmen. Davis led 
the scoring for the Pacers with 16. 

Rudolph scored 14 and both 
Rudolph and Davis had eight 
rebounds in the game. 

Stentiford gave the Pacers nine 
more points and Martin added four 
to the final score. 

In this week's GSC statistics, the 
Pacers continue doing well as a 
team and individually. 

Davis leads the league in scoring 
average with 19.5. Rudolph, with a 
17.8 average, and Stentiford. with 
16.3, are ranked third and sixth.

Program to offer merit benefits 


program on a voluntary 
acceptance basis. All new teachers 
would be required to enter the 
proposed system. 

The system sets up four career 
stages: Apprentice Teacher. 
Professional Teacher, Senior 
Teacher and Master Teacher. An 
Apprentice Teacher must become 
a Professional teacher within five 
years or pursue another career. 
The Professional.Senior and 
Master teachers must all renew 
their present license or move up to 
the next career level every five 
fears. 

The State Board of Education 
will decide if the teacher will 
obtain or renew a license based 
upon recommendations from a 
new Master Teacher Certification 
Commission, individual peer 
evaluation and examination of 
student achievement scores. 

The incentive pay program will 
require an additional $210 million 
to make the system fully 
operational. This extra revenue 
will allow the state to increase 
teachers' pay according to their 
years of instructional experience, 
classroom performance and their 
students’ achievements. It would 


make teaching a more financially 
rewarding career and improve the 
quality of education the students 
would receive. 

At the present time, the 
program has not been approved 
and had been left open-ended to 
accomodate any questions that 
may arise. 

Although Drew agrees with the 
idea of the proposal, he feels that 
there is still a need to evaluate the 
program more thoroughly. 

"I’m very supportive of the 
concept of this program," he said, 
“but Pm also strongly in favor of 
getting enough details so we’ll 
have a more precise idea of the 
system. 

“Right now, I think we are 
looking at a very strong skeleton 
that has tremendous possibilities." 

The effect this program would 
have on the UTM School of 
Education would on “the extent in 
which colleges and universities 
would function in the procedure," 
according to Drew. 

“If the university is massively 
involved, we will have to take a 
very close look at the criteria that 
are being used to decide whether 


these people are eligible to be 
promoted. 

"If we decide that our program 
is not equipping our majors with 
these skills, then we would have to 
make appropriate changes in our 
program."

The new proposed Tennessee 
Master Teacher Program for 
public school systems may have a 
“powerful impact" on the UTM 
School of Education if it is 
approved, according to Dr. George 
Drew, dean of the school of 
education. 

The program is described 
Lamar Alexander as an “incentive 
pay system that will make teaching 
a fully professional career, draw 
our best young people in to it. keep 
our best teachers in it, challenge 
our best teachers to do even better, 
and inspire excellence in our 
classrooms by rewarding 
excellence in our teachers.” 

The Master Teacher Program is 
partof the Better Schools Program 
based upon recommendations 
from legislatures new Compre¬ 
hensive Education Study. The 
Better Schools Program would call 
for higher expectations from 
public school students and 
teachers. 

The program would protect 
current teachers' pay, tenure and 
other benefits, and would offer the 


Drew also foresees a probable 
change in the students entering the 
curriculum and changes in 
academic standards for the 
department’s majors. Drew feels 
that a more capable student who 
has the potential to attain the 
master or senior teacher license 
and earn the extra salary, will 
enter the program. 

Aitnough we’ve had very 
capable people in the field, many of 
them have been forced out of the 
classroom and have accepted 
another position to receive a larger 
salary," he said. 

The program would result in an 
increased interest in teaching as a 
professional career, according to 
Drew. 

“I’d hope that we would draw 
capable young men and women 
into the program and hope that 
they would be enticed to have a 
career in the classroom."

Please don’t blame us 
if we just don’t come 

The calendar is set and likewise is the situation-set for a repeat 
performance of last year, that is. We understand that there are certain 
benefits to be reaped from beginning spring quarter on a Friday. And we 
realize that the academic calendar is worked out far in advance for each 
academic school year. This year there’s no changing the situation—and we 
don’t expect it to be changed. However, next year could be different 

Students look forward to spring break almost the minute we return from 
the Christmas holidays. So you’d better believe we are going to take full 
advantage of the fun-every last minute of it! But there seems to be a serious 
problem with the scheduling which, like last year, really louses things up. 
The last day of exams is Thursday. March 17; classes begin on Friday. 
March 25. That’s a mere week-long vacation, but we aren't griping about 
that. In fact, we're grateful for even a week off by the time winter quarter 
drags slowly to a close. But the thought of returning to campus for one day 
of classes-Friday classes-is too much to handle. Why, if it weren’t for that 
minor annoyance, we’d almost be ready to get back into the swingof things! 

After last year, many students are wary of wasting an otherwise "good" 
weekend by returning to campus for one day of classes when they'd just as 
soon take a couple of extra days of vacation. “I'm not coming bacltfor 
Friday classes,’’ they say. “I did last year and hardly anyone showed but the 
teachers, and even some of them weren't here." Others say, “Why should I 
cut the break short by returning on Thursday when I could take two more 
days and come back on Sunday?" Still others, the chronic skippers, contend 
that the first day of classes is a waste to begin with, and even more so when 
that first day falls on a Friday. 

Because of some absenteeism on the part of the teachers last vear, we 
understand that teachers must show up for the Friday classes this year.

“Any student who feels that 
an opinion hasn’t been thoroughly 
expressed should go to his or her 
representative and tel! him/her the 
unvoiced viewpoint," she said. “The 


student can also go to the Congress 
meeting and voice that opinion in 

person. Or if the student doesn't feel 
comfortable in situations like that, he 
shouldn't hesitate to call any Congress 
member to have him/her voice the 
students' opinions."

In order to be considered for a 
possible position as a PEP Leader for 
the 1983-1984 academic year, 
interested students must pick up 
applications either at the Counseling 
Center or the Information Desk both in 
the U.C. The application must be 
carefully filled out and returned on or 
before March 10. 

The Peer Enabling Program, or 
PEP for short, is a type of counseling 
team whose function is to help 
freshmen during the rough and often 
confusing transition period between 
high school and college. 

Two weeks before regular classes 
begin, this highly dynamic and 
diversified group comes to Martin for 
a week of intensive training in 
psychology-the people in the group 
get to know themselves and each other 
more than ever before. 


After getting accustomed to 
themselves and to each other, the 
group trains to work as a unique team 
to help the freshmen during Freshmen 
Studies Week, the first week of Fall 
Quarter prior to the beginning of 
regular classes. 

Dr. Don Dufaux. director of PEP for 
the past two years, is instrumental in 
the functioning of PEP and says that 
these past few years working with 
PEP has been one of the most 
rewarding experiences of his life, as 
Jackie Petrucelly, current presidentof 
PEP. echoes. 

“I love the Peppers because they're 
dynamic, involved and genuinely 
sincere people," says Dufaux. and 
adds. “Each person is totally 
individual, but they also have a 
common factor-personalities that 
blend beautifully." 

Dufaux explains, "Freshman 
Orientation Week is an attempt to cut 
back at the psychological umbilical 


cord attached to families so students 
can feel more comfortable with each 
other and as a support group." 

One of the hardest things freshmen 
face, as one may recall from his or her 
first week of college, is the serious 
business and responsibility of studying 
and also understanding the faculty. "It 
is a matter of getting your mind set," 
said Dufaux, “by easing into the 
community and away from home." 

For every PEP application PEP 
receives, there are three PEP Leaders 
evaluating them, so it is crucial that 
the application be carefully and 
conscientiously filled out. 

The next step in being selected, if 
called back due to the successful 
review oi an application, is a video¬ 
taped group discussion and then an 
evaluation on a one-to-one interview by 
a PEP Leader who does not know the 
student. In these evaluations and 
selections, Dufaux has no say-so. The 
PEP Leaders chosen for next year are 


chosen by the current PEP Leaders in 
exhaustive evaluations of character, 
potential and willingness to help 
others. 

Jackie Petrucelly is the dynamic 
president of PEP this year, and 
apparently loves the group and the 
position. This is the first year the 
group has had a female president, and 
Jackie has shown herself to be a 
worthy leader. 

Jackie says, "The leadership aspect 
of PEP is a really inspirational 
experience. It’s the most rewarding 
one I've ever had!” She adds, “PEP has 
taught me more about myself and 
others than I ever realized before. I 
also have gotten to know the 
procedures of different things on 
campus-a tremendous advantage." 

Heartily endorsing PEP, Jackie 
exclaims. "If you do anything on the 
UTM campus, try to get involved in

Smith’s message touches upon humanity 


A plan to return the United 
States to its former role as a world 
leader in science, mathematics and 
language was the message of the 
annual Muriel D. Tomlinson 
Humanities Lecture, delivered by 
Dr. Charles E. Smith, UTM 
Chancellor, in the Gooch 
Auditorium on Feb. 17. 

The 7:30 p.m. program was 
presented to members of UTM’s 
chapter of Phi Kappa Phi National 
Honor Society. In the presentation, 
titled “Sputnik II: Where Are You 
When We Need You?” a five- 
action-step plan was given which 
urges President Reagan: 

To summon a White House 
conference of selected educators, 
industrialists, and business 
leaders and declare that a state of 
emergency exists in this nation’s 
efforts to provide science, 
mathematics, and language 
training for its youth. 

To commission the development 
of a clear and coordinated national 
policy for the development of 
future engineers and scientists. 

To initiate an incentive plan 


whereby capable young people 
who agree to pursue a professional 
career teaching mathematics 
and/or the sciences may receive 
full college tuition grants, tax 
credits, and/or salary supple¬ 
ments. 

To reactivate the National 
Science Foundation summer 
workshops and other skills 
enhancement programs for 
current science, math, and 
language teachers. 

To develop a special grants 
program to aid high schools that 
are willing to expand and/or 
improve their science, math and 
language curricula. 

Smith said the action steps were 
needed to correct the “national 
embarrassment” of America's fall 
to fourth-place-behind the Soviet 
Union, West Germany andJapan- 
-in overall scientific literacy and 
the sharp decline in the quality and 
quantity of science, mathematics 
and language education in the 
nation’s schools. 

The UTM chancellor also noted 
that in a recent test American 14- 


year-olds ranked fifteenth among 
same-age groups from 19 countries 
in overall science knowledge. 
Other evidence cited included the 
following: 

Japan is now graduating each 
year more electrical and electronic 
engineers than is the United 
States, despite the latter s overall 
two to one population advantage. 

The Soviet Union, with college 
enrollments less than half those of 
the United States, is graduating 
six times more engineers each 
year. 

One-third of America’s 
secondary schools fail to offer 
sufficient mathematics to qualify 
their graduates for admission to 
accredited engineering schools. 

Only 15 percent of today’s high 
school students are studying 
modern foreign languages. 

“Taken singularly, the 
developments just cited might not 
merit page one of our nation’s 
newspapers nor agenda priority in 
our country’s major forums,” 
Smith said. 

“But, collectively, the impact is

untold ... an opportunity 
devastating ... a story essentially 
unfulfilled ... a challenge unmet.” 

The United States has the 
capacity to respond to the current 
crisis, just as it did a quarter 
century ago when Sputnik 
threatened America's supremacy, 
Smith noted. 

Sputnik “struck a raw nerve” in 
the American people, he added. Its 
visible presence over the skies of 
this country served as a "painful 
and constant reminder that the 
United States of America had 
fallen behind in world leadership.” 

Smith said Sputnik was an 
“unacceptable reality” for the 
American people of 1957, and they 
demanded the national leadership 
to move education to the top of the 
national agenda. 

“The signal from Washington 
was clear and unequivocal: do 
whatever is necessary to return the 
nation to its position of pre¬ 
eminence, and never mind the 
costs,” Smith told the Phi Kappa

1975.

The last person in the 
line tucks a handkerchief in the back of 
his belt To work up a good head of 
steam, the dragon might expell some 
roars. 

At a certain signal (you can make up 
your own signal), the dragon starts to 
chase its own tail. The object is for the 
person at the head of the line to snatch 
the handkerchief. The hard part of this 
epic struggle is that the people at the 
front and the people at the end are 
clearly competing-but those in the 
middle are not sure which way to go. 


When the head finally captures the 
tail, who is the winner and who is the 
loser? Everyone! The head dons the 
handkerchief and becomes the new 
tail, while the person second from the 
front becomes the new fearsome head. 

Two dragons trying to catch each 
other’s tail is quite formidable-and 
also a great game. Imagine a whole 
field full of tail-chasing dragons! 


One more thing about dragons 
before this is over: do you know where 
to get dragon milk? Find a short¬ 
legged cow!

Three UTM faculty members have 
written a book that explains the 
complexities of Tennessee law in 
language that everyone can 
understand. 

According to authors Robert L. 
Hearn of Greenfield. Thomas A. 
Thomas and George C. Thomas III of 
Martin, the 1982-83 edition of the 
Tennessee Law Guide should prove 
invaluable to anyone concerned with 
divorce, bankruptcy, real estate, child 
custody, consumer rights or other 


legal matters. 

The Guide, also written by Sidney A. 
Feuerstein of Memphis and David J. 
Tarple.v of Nashville, is published by 
Towery Press of Memphis and is 
available on campus at the Pacer 
Pantry. 

The 1982-83 edition is the resuit of 
an extensive revision which brought 
the 1979 edition up to date and made it 
easier to understand, according to 
Tommy Thomas, an adjunct professor 
of business and criminal justice. 


"It is an important revision because 
it takes into account changes in federa 
and law through August 1982 
especially the new federal estate tax 
law and state bankruptcy law," added 
Thomas. 

According to Hearn, who practices 
law in Greenfield and is an associate 
professor of business law at UTM. the 
Guide may be unique because it is 
limited to the laws of only one state. 

"Many books explaining American 
law have been published." said Hearn 


"but they can’t provide specific 
guidance because the laws in all 50 
states differ on many points." 

According to the authors, the 
success of the 1979 edition indicates a 
growing public need for a basic 
understanding of the law. 

“Even though the Guide will not 
allow readers to solve legal problems 
on their own. it should help people 
make decisions that may avoid future 
legal difficulties.” explained George 
Thomas III. 


dropped out of college after getting to 
UTM to try to get some idea of the 
reasons for their college absence. 

The survey showed that some of the 
student decrease was due to parent 
unemployment and money, but the 
lack of activities that interest black 
students and the lack of black faculty 
members that students can talk to and 
use as role models were also major 
concerns. 

Giles said that four reasons for 
blacks to consider UTM for college 
include UTM’s high academic 
reputation, proximity to home for most 
of the black students who are from 
Shelby County, having older brothers 
or sisters who have attended or are 
attending UTM and the positive racial 
climate.

Reggie Williams is one of four UTM 
black students who has gone on

recruiting trips to high schools to talk 
to black students about coming to 
UTM. 

“One of the biggest concerns of those 
high school students that I talked to 
was the lack of special black programs 
here Many also didn’t think that UTM 
had enough for them to get involved in 


other than the Greek system." said 
Williams. 

"Black students that are here now- 
need to get more involved in getting 
other blacks to attend UTM by talking 
to them when they go home and telling 
them what UTM has to offer," 
concluded Giles. 


There was a 13 percent decrease in 
the number of black students 
attending UTM from the fall of 1981 to 
the fall of 1982. according to Francine 
Giles, director of minority affairs. 

Giles said that much of the 110 
student decrease was probably due to 
financial problems butthat some other 
factors were involved. 

"There are 27 fewer black students 
from this past fall quarter to the 
beginning of this winter quarter 
alone," state Giles. 

Blacks make up 17 percentof UTM's 
overall student population. Because of 
the overall increase in UTM's student 
enrollment and the decrease in black 
students, the UTM administration did 
a survey of black students that were 
accepted and didn’t come at all or who

parties have agreed to allow an 
Arbitration Board to make the 
final decision.

Newby compiled a 4-1 record and 
struck out 37 batters, a team high, in 
just 29.6 innings pitched. Tuck, who is 
a star on the Pacer basketball team, 
pitched in five games last year, 
winning two of his three decisions. 

Terry Hornsby, Steve Smith and 
Russ Hopper return to add depth to the 
staff 

If the pitching falters, the burden 
will rest on what Prather calls “a very 
solid defense." As on every good team, 
the strength of this defense is at 
shortstop and second base where co- 
captain Johnny Dodd and junior 
college transfer Danny Bratcher will 
play, respectively. 

Jim Willis, a sophomore who led the 
team with 37 total bases this fall, and 
senior co-captain Tim Haney will man 
the corners, third base and first base, 
respectively.

Carl Gourgeot, who was the team’s 
top hitter this fall with a .370 average, 
is likely to be the Pacers first-team 
catcher. Gary Pitman, a junior college 
transfer, and David Carter, who was a 
starting quarterback on the UTM 
football team last year, will play back¬ 
up to Gourgeot. All of the catchers are 
new members of the team. 

The outfield is the only unit on the 
team primarily manned by veteran 
UTM players. Sophomores Monte 
Thomas and Matt Pumo. both who 
started last year, are expected to start 
in right field and left field, 
respectively. Pumo hit .333 in 23 
games last year and Thomas led the 
team in stolen bases with 17. 


Mike Ramsey, a junior college

Prather said. “He had an outstanding

Senior Tim Haney of Milan and 
Johnny Dodd of Dickson have been 
named co-captains of the 1983 UTM 
baseball team, according to Head 
Coach Vernon Prather.

99 nominations for Emmy awards and 
a standard of television comedy that 
w ill probably stand for years.

Raiders’ brims with Spielberg’s ingenuity 


There's no doubt in my mind that 
Steven Spielberg is rapidly on his way 
to becoming the best director to ever 
touch a movie camera. What else can 
you say about the director of Duel. 
Jaws, Close Encounters of the Third 
Kind and E.T. The Extra- 
Terrestrial? None of his contem¬ 
poraries can touch him-not Martin 
Scorsese, not Francis Ford Coppola, 
not Brian DePalma. not even his friend 
George Lucas. 

It was with Lucas that Spielberg 
made what I consider to be his best and 
most consistent film to date: Raiders 
of the Lost Ark. With Lucas acting as 
executive producer and general 
guiding hand. Spielberg created a 
lavish, lightning-paced tribute to 
Saturday matinees. And though the 
film was shot in a mere 75 days, the 
result is not hurried and sloppy, but a 
film that brims with spontaneity a id 
inventiveness. Raiders, even more 
than Star Wars, touches the kid in 
everyone who loves excitement and 
adventure. 

The action of the movie occurs in the 
year 1936. as archaeologist/- 
adventurer Indiana Jones (Harrison 
Ford) is commissioned by the U.S. 
government to beat the Nazis to the 
ultimate buried treasurer-the Ark of 
the Covenant, the gold chest said to 
contain the actual stone tablets of the 
Ten Commandments. Jones links up 
with an old girlfriend. Marion 
Ravenwood (Karen Allen), who 
possesses the crucial clue to the Ark's 
location, and the two are off on a globe¬ 
trotting chase that goes from the 


Himilayas to Egypt to the 
Mediterranean. 

As the wry and battered Jones. 
Harrison Ford gives full vent to a 
talent and charisma only hinted at by 
his roles as Han Solo in the Star Wars 
films. Seemingly at home either in a 
college classroom or the jungles of 
Peru, Ford dominates the film in the 
way that Bogart used to by being tough 


But the film finally belongs to 
Steven Spielberg. Working within the 
guidelines of Lawrence Kasdan’s 
ingenious script. Spielberg never 
passes up the chance to add a light 
touch or an exciting moment. And as 
with any true cliff-hander, the film is 
chock full of situations that put Jones 
in positions from which there are no 
possible escapes. A devilishly booby- 


As always, Spielberg's direction is 
technically perfect, but there’s a 
delightful sense of spontaneity about 
the proceedings, as if (as Ford even 
says at one point) they were making it 
up as they went. The film is infused 
with an almost giddy atmosphere, as if 
Spielberg just couldn’t wait to tell this 
story. 


Don't get me wrong-Raiders isn't, 
and was never intended to be, anything 
more than escapist entertainment. But 
it's such good escapist entertainment 
that every other film of that type pales 
in comparison. In fashioning their 
tribute to the cliffhanger, Lucas and 
Spielberg have transcended the genre: 
they have given us back much more 
than they took, And that's the mark of 
true artists.

Paul Freeman is 
properly smooth as Jones' arch-rival, 
Belloq. and John Rhys-Davies is 
immensely likable as Indy's Egyptian 
sidekick. Sallah. 


trapped Peruvian temple, a truck 
chase that has Jones actually hanging 
under the speeding vehicle, and a 
fistfight under an airplane's spinning 
props are only some of the dynamite 
action set-pieces of the movie. 

Perhaps the film's most original set- 
piece--and one that certainly qualifies 
for the “Most Unforgettable Moment 
in Film” listing-occurs when Jones is 
confronted with an immense Arab 
swordsman in the streets of Cairo. If 
you haven't seen it. I won’t spoil it for 
you, except to say that Jones reacts 
with real-life logic and not a 
swashbuckler's bravery. 


Then again. I’m not sure that you 
should call Raiders of the Lost Ark a 
work of art. But if art means 
communicating to your audience 
exactly what you want them to feel, 
then Raiders ranks up there with 
Michelangelo.
